said to be commissioned by Artigas, carry-

carroñades, and 1 long 9, commanded by a 
person of the name of Gallagher, owned, 
and fitted out in Baltimore about six weeks 
ago, appeared off this harbour in the af- 
ternoon of Saturday last, and showed tbe 
Venezuelian flag, having a Spanish schoo- 
ner in company, which she had captured off 
La Guayra, about three clays previous.— 
A boat from the Almeira came on shore to 
request permission to enter with her prize, 
which having been refused they bore up 
for St. Cruz Bay. where tbc cargo of the 
Spanish vessel, which consisted of flour, 
having been taken on board the pirate, she 
was scuttled and sunk, an attempt having 
been previously made to dispose of pait 
ol the flour at that place. 
It appears that 


the master of the Spanish schooner went 
ashore at La Guayra, with two of his men, 
with the avowed intention of ramsoming his 
vessel, but did not return after a lapse of 
nearly two days, during which time the pi- 
rate lay off that port waiting for him.— 
Three of the crew of tbc Almeira having 
made their escape, report that her rigging 
is in a very bad state, and her crewripe for 
mutiny. 
An aged Spanish Lady, with her 


two daughters, and two negro girls, who 
were 
passengers on board the 
Spanish 


schooner, were put ashore at St. Cruz Bay 
on Tuesday last. 
The Almeira bad made 


no other captures during her cruize, and 
had only touched at a small uninhabited 
island to -.vindward of La Guayra to look

the United States of America, occupies a 
considerable portion of this day's paper ;

Spain, of tht_ treaty ceding the Floridas 
to tbe United States, which forms a most 
important jt-art of this document, and will 
lie read with interest.

Washington, Tuesday December 7 


"This day, at 
12 o'clock, the President ' the 


United State» transmitted to both Iloie» of 
Congre»», by Mr. J. J. Monroe, the follving 
message : 


Fellow Citizens ofthe Senate 


and of the House of /ttprestntatit :

that the produce of the year, though le»9 abun- 
dant than v.-val, will not only be amply suffi 
cient for home consumption, but afford a large 
surplus for the supply of the

nation» ; and that the derangement in the cir-

Having informed 
Congres» on the 27th of 


February last, thai a treaty of amity, settlement, 
and limit., had been concluded in this city, be- 
tween Ihn Uuited Ststte» and Spain, and lalifi 
ed by the competent authorities r>f the. former, 
full conf; Itnce was .entertained that it would 
have been ratified by hi. Catholic Alajesly, witii 
equal promptitude, and a like earnest deslíe to 
terminate on the conditions cf that treaty, the 
diff.renees which have so long existed between 
the two counliiis. 
livery view which the sub- 


ject» admitted of, was thought to ha»e justified 
this conclusion.

acceded to in a spirit of conciliation and con 
cession.

sion then, Spain ceded a territory, in reality, 
of no valne to her and obtained conce»»ions of 
the highest importance, by the settlement of 
long standing difference» with the United Sta- 
te», affecting their respective claims and limit», 
and likewise relieved herselffrom the obliga- 
tion of a treaty relating to it, which 
she had 
failed to fulfil, and also fiom the reponsibiiity 
incident to the most flagrant and pernicious 
abuses of her rights where the could not sup- 
port her authority. 


It being known that the treaty wa» formed 


under these 
circumstance', 
not a doubt was 


entertained that hi» catholic majesty

Anxious to prevent all future disagreeament 


with Spain, by giving the most prompt effect 
to the treaty which had been thus conc'uded, 
and particularly by the estab i.hmeni of a go- 
vernment in Florida, which should preserve or- 
der there, the minister of the U. States who 
had been rccenily appointed to 
his catholic 


msjesty, and to whom the ratification, by his 
government, had been committed, to be ex- 
changed for that of Spain, was instructed to 
transmit the latter to Ihe department of state 
as lout) a» obti-ined, by a public ship, subject to 
his order for the purpose. 
Unexpected delay 
occurring in the ratification 
by Spain, he re- 


quested to be informed of the cause. 
It was 
stated, in reply, that the great importance of 
the subject, and a desire to obtain explana- 
tions on certain points which were not specified, 
had produced the delay, and that an envoy 
would be dispatched to the United States, to 


obtain such explanations of this government, 
Tbe minister of the United States offered to 
give full explanation on any point, on which it 
might be desired ; which proposal was declin- 
ed. 
Having communicated this result to the 


department of state, in August last, he was in- 
structed notwithstanding the diiappoinlment 
and surpti/.e which it produced, to inform the

Immediate!}-after the treaty

intimation was received ih.t these grants were 
of anterior date to (hat fixed on by Ihe tren'y, 
and that they would not, of course be affect- 
ed by it. 
The mere possibility of »uch a case, 


so inconsistent with the intention of the parties, 
aid the meaning; of the attic's, induced thi» 
government to demand an explanation on the 
subject, which was immediately granted, ar.d 
which correspond» wi.h this statement. 
With 


respect to the other act alleged, that this go- 
vernment had tolerated or protected an expe- 
dito,n against Texas, it is utterly wiihnnl foun- 
dation. 
Every discountenance has invariably 


been given to every such atten pt wiihin the 
limits of the United States, as i» fully eveitred 
by the a< ts of the government, and the pro- 
caeding» of the court». 
There being cause, 
howevnr, io apprehend, in th- course of the last 
-ommer, that 
s. me ariv-n-uters inte-tained 
views of the kind suggested, ihe attention of 
the constituted authoiiiie» in thul quarter wa» 
immediately drawn to them, and it is known 
that the project, whatever it might bc, bas ut- 
leilv failed. 


These fact» will, it i» presumed, satisfy every 


impartial mind, that the government of Spain 
had no justifiable cause for declining to ruiify 
the treaty. 
A treaty concluded in conformity 


with instructions is obligatory, in (¡ooth faith, 
in all it» stipulation», according to the true in- 
tent and meaning of the partie». 
Each party is 


bound to ratify it. 
If either coud set aside, 


without the content of the ot'er, there would 
be no longer any rule» applicable to such trans- 
action» between nation». 
By this proceeding 


the government of Spain has rendeied to the 
United States a new and very serious injury. 
It has been stated that a minister would be 
tent to ask certain explanations of thi» govern- 
ment. 
But, if «uch were desired, why were 


they not asked within the time limited for the 
ratification ? 
Is it contemplated to open a 


new negoriatinn respecting any cf the article» 
or conditions of the ireaty ? 
If that were done 


to what consequence might it ooi leed ? At 
what time, and in what manner, would a new 
negociation terminate? 
By this proceeding, 


Spain has formed 
a relation between the two 


countries which will justify arty 
meature» on 


the part of the United States, which a strong 
sense of injury, and a proper regard fir the 
rghts and interests ef the nation, may dictate. 
In the course 
to 
be pursued, these object» 


should be constantly b-ld in view, and have 
their due weight*. 
Our national honor must be 


maintained, end a new and 
a distinguished 


proof be afforded, of that regard for justice and 
moderation, which has invariably governed ihe 
councils of this free people. 
It most be ob- 


vious to all, that, if the United States had been 
desirous of making conquests or had been even 
willing to aggrandize themselves in that way, 
they could have had no inducement to form 
this treaty. 
They would have much <au-e fir 


gratulatinn at the course which has been pur- 
sued by Spain. 
An ample field ios aiuuiucn is 
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open before them. But »uch a career i» not 
consistent with the principle) of their govern- 
ment nor the interest» of the nation. 


Fiom a full view of all circumstance», it It 


submitted to the consideration of Congre»» 
whether it will not be proper for the United 
State» to carry the condition» of the treaty into 
effect, ir the same manner a*>if it had been ra- 
tified by Spain, claiming on their part, all its 
advantages.andyieldingtoSpainall those »ecur- 
ed to her.

the other conditions of the treaty, before thi» 
minister arrive», and is heard ?

which form» a strong appeal to ihe cai dor, the 
magnanimity, and honour ofthis people. 
Much 


i» due to courtesy between nation». 
By a short 


delay we shall loose nothing ; for, resting on 
the ground of immutable ttuih and justice, we 


Cannot be divertedIrom our purpose. 
It ought 


to be presumed, that the explanations, which 
may be given to the minister of Spain, will be 
»_tisf»ctory, and produce the desired result— 
In any event, the delay for the purpose men- 


tioned, being a further 
manifestation of the

manner, all difference» with Spain, cannot fail 
to be du'y appreciated by hi» catholic majesty.

have it in my power to state, that so strong 
hat been the tense, throughout the whole com- 
munity, of what was due to the character and 
obligation» of the aation, that few examples of 
a contrary kind have secured. 


The distance of the colonies from the parent 


country, and the great extent of their popula- 
tion and resource», gave them advantages which 
it wa» anticipated, at a very early period, it 
would be difficult for Spain to surmount. 
The 


steadiness, consistency and success, with which 
they have pursued their object, a» evinced more 
p.rticu arly 
by the 
undisturbed 
sovereignty 


which Buenos Ayre» ha» »o long enjoyed, evi- 
dently give them a strong claim to the favorable 
consideration of other nations. 
These senti- 


ments on the part of the United State», have 
Dot 
Ween withheld from other power», with 


whom it it desirable to act in concert. 
Should 
it become manifest to the world, that the ef- 
"Sarï» of Spainto subdue thoseprovinces, will be 


fruilteat, it may be presumed that the Spanish 
government itself will give up the contest. 
In 


producing tuch a determination, it cannot be 
doubted that the opinion of fiiendly powers, 
who have taken no part in the controversy, will 
have theii merited influence. 


It is of the highest importance to our nation- 


al character, and indispetnable to tbe morality 
of our citizen», that all violations of our neutra- 
lity should be prevented. 
No door sb-md be 


left opert for the evasion of our 
laws ; no 
op- 


portunity afford d to any who m»y be disposed 


10 take advantage of it, tv compromit the in- 
terest or honor of the nation. 
It i» submitted, 


therefore, 
to the consideration of Congress, 


whether ii msy not be advisab e t;> revise the 
laws, with a view to ihi» desuable result. 


It i» submitted also whether it may*"notbe 


advisable todesignat', by law, the several ports 
or plates alonu the coas

It is seen with interest, 


that although it has not been practicable, as 
yet, iv agree in any arrangement of this impor- 
tant branch of their commerce, such i» the dis- 
position of the partie» that each will view any 
regulations, which the other may make respect- 
ing it, in the moat friendly light. 


By the fifth article ofthe Convention conclud- 


ed on the 20lh of Octobet, 1818, it was stipu- 
lated that Ihe differences which had «ó— »>- 
-iween the two governments, with regatd 10 the 
true intent and meaning of ihe fifth article of 
the treaty of Uhent, in relation to the carrying' 
away, by British officers, cf slaves from the' 
United State», af.er the exchange of the rati- 
fications of the treaty of peace, should be re- 
feired tu the'deciiion of some friendly sovereign 
or «tale, to be named for that pmp >se. 
The 


minister of the United State» has be n lnitruct 
ed to name lo the BritisK governmenta foreign 
«ov-ereign, the common friend of both paittes, 
for the dec:» on of ihs question. 
The answer 


of lh«t government to the proposal, when re- 
ceived, will indicate the further measure to be 
pursut-d on the part of the United State». 


Although 
the pecuniary 
embarrassments 


which affected various part» of the Union du- 
ring the latter pari of the preceding year have, 
during the present, been consideiably augment- 
ed, and still continue to exist, the receipt» ii to 
the Treasury lo tbe 30th of September last, 
have amounted to 19,000,000 dollar». 
After 


defraying the current expenc» of the govern- 
ment, including the interest and reimbursement 
of the public debt, payable to that period, a 
mounting to 18.200,000 dollars, there remained 
in the Treasury on that day more than 2.5(0,- 
-000 dollar», which with the 
turns receivable 


during the remainder of the year, will exceed 
the current demands upon the Treasuty for the 
lame period. 


The causes which h»ve tended to diminish 


the public receipts, could not fail to have a 
corresponding effect upen the revenue which 
hat accrued upon imposts and tonnage, during 
the three first quarters of the present year.— 
II i», however, ascertained that thé duties which 
have been secured during that period, exceed 
18,000,00) dollar», and those of the wholeyear 
will probably amount to 23,000,000 dollars. 


For the probable receipts of the next year, 


1 refer you to the 
statement» which will be 


transmitted from the Treasury, which will e- 
n.ble you tojudge whether further provisions 
be necessary. 


The great reduction in the price of the prin- 


cipal aiticles of domestic growth, which has 
occurred during the present year, and the con- 
sequent fall in the pike of labor, apparently so 
favorable to ihe success of domestic manufac- 
ture, have not 
shielded them 
against other 


causes adverse to their prosperity—The pecu- 
niary embarrassments which have so deeply 
affected the commercial interests of the nation, 
have been no less adverse to our manufacturing 
establishment», in several teclions cf the Union. 


The great reduction of the currency which 


the 
bank» have been constrained to make, in 


order to continue specie payments, and the vi- 
tiated character of it where 
suchreduction» 


have cot been attempted, iattc».d cf placing 


within the reach of these establishments the 
pecuniary aid necessary to avail themselves of 
the advantage»retelling from there ductitn of 
the prices of the raw 
mateiials and nf labor, 


have compelled the bank» to withdraw from 
them a poitmn of the capital heretofore ad- 
vanced to ibrm- 
That aid which has been re- 


fused by the bank3, has not been obtained from 
other source», owing 
to the loss of individual 


confidence, from the failure» which have re- 
cently occuned in some of our principal com- 
mercial cities. 


An additional cause cfthedepiession of these 


establishment», may probably be found in the 
pecuniary enibarr-s.menis which have recently 
affected th.se coumi.es, with which our com- 
tn-'ce has been principally pinseculed. 


Their manufactures, for the want of a ready 


or proiitahle market at home, have been «hip- 
ped by 
the manufacturers to the U. Stales, 


and, in 
many instances, sold at a price below 


tbeil current value at the'place of manufacture. 
Although, this practice may, from it» nature, 
be considered temporary or contingent, it i» 
not on that account less injurious in its effects. 
Uniformity in the demand and price of an aiti- 
c c, is highly desirable to the domestic manu- 
far Hirer.

would be to abandon

as a-rey to their rapacity. 
Due attention 


has likewise been paid to the suppression of the 
slave rade, in compliance with a law of the 
last asrinn, 
Orders have been given to the 


commiidert of all onr public ship» to seize all 
vessel navigated under our flag, engaged in 
that tide, and to bring them in, to be proceed- 
ed aginst in the manner piescribed by that 
law. tis hoped that these vigorou» measure», 
suppoed by like act» by other nation», will 
soon rminate a commerce so disgraceful to 
the cl Itzed world. 


In ie execution of the duty imposed by 


these -t», and of a high trust connected with 
it, it) «ith deep regret 1 have to state the 
los» w'ch has been sustained by the death of 
comn-dore Perry. 
His gallantry in a brilliant 


explo in the late war, added to tbe renown 
of th country. 
His death is deplored a» « 
nstioil misfortune.
